1.  The  scale  of  remuneration  to  Ships'  Surgeons  for  medical  attendance 
on  Non-Commissioned  Officers  of  the  West  African  Frontier  Force,  embarked 
as  invalids  without  a  Government  Medical  Officer  in  medical  charge,  and 
travelling  second  class,  is  as  follows  : —
